The Record of the Epidem ic la the Part 
•ad the leMOM Learned Therefroea. 
The questio ns with regard tn influenza 
which are mo st calculated to interest the 
no n-medical public are m anifestly tho se 
which relate to the principal o r o rdinary 
channels of its pro pagatio n, and to the 
ex tent to w hich it may be reg arded as 
contag ious. 
On these, unfortunately, 
there is v ery little to lie said; for the his­ 
tories of form er epidem ics are, in a g reat 
m easure, contradictory in r 
6*» poct of 
both. 
In som e instances personal con­ 
tag ion has appeared t*» l>e at least hig hly 
probable, w hile in others it m ig ht alm ost 
be ex cluded. 
As an ex am ple of the latter class, it is 
recorded by Dr. Theophilus 
Tho mpso n 
th at, ou the 2d of May, 1*82, A dm iral 
K erapenfeldt. who was afterw ard lost 
bv th e sinking of the Royal Georg e at 
Spithead, sailed from thence w ith a 
sq uadron .of ships under his com m and. 
On the 29th of the m onth influenza ap­ 
peared am ong the crew of the G oliath, 
>ne of the ships of the sq uadron, and the 
-rew s of the rem aining ships w ere a fte r­ 
wards affected. 
8 0 m any men w ere ren­ 
dered unfit for duty th a t the sq uadron 
was oblig ed to return into port about 
die second week in June, not having had 
iny com m unication w ith the shore in 
die interval, and having cruised only be­ 
tw een Brest and th e L izard. 
If the disease w ere one of w hat is tech­ 
nically called long incubation—th a t is, 
one the sym ptom s of w hich do not m ake 
their appearance for a considerable tim e 
after the ex |x >sure to infection 
the in­ 
terval betw een the 2d and the 29th of 
May, althoug h unusually long even in 
such a case, m ig ht adm it of ex p lana­ 
tion. 
But one of the m ost rem arkable 
peculiarities of influenza appears to l# e 
the ex trem e rapidity of its diffusion and 
the m anner in w hich it attack s larg e 
num bers of |# eople w ithin a few hours 
of each other. 
A nother ex am ple, sim ilar to the last. 
*-as furnished by Lord H ow e’s fleet, 
which sailed from 
E ng land for the 
Dutch coast 011 the 
6th of May.

w ards the end of May the disorder a p ­ 
peared am ong tin* crew of the Kippon, 
and, tw o days later, am ong th e crew 
of the Princess A m elia. 
1 lie crew s of 
other ships in the fl.-* t were affected at 
different tim es, some not until th eir re- 
turn to P ortsm outh in the second w eek i Hg o, nine 
of June. This fleet, like that of A dm iral 
K em penfeldt, hail in* com m unication 
w ith the shore after leaving Portsm outh 
until it reached th» > Downs on its re turn, 
about the 6*1 or 4th *>i June. 
An eq ually rem arkable instance of an 
opposite kind was observed during the 
epidem ic of 1867, w hen the m alady is 
first m entioned as having lieen prevalent

successful. 
The q uestion of tem perature 
can hardly l>e considered im p o rtant in 
the case of a m alady w hich lias prevailed 
iu Russia during th e w inter, aud, ap p a r­ 
ently by direct ex tension, in V enice and 
other Italian tow ns during the subse­ 
q uent spring and sum m er. 
The authorities are very 
g enerally 
ag reed in asserting that influenza years 
have been sickly years in other respects, 
and 
th a t contag ious fevers, measles, 
smallpox and other maladies have fre­ 
q uently preceded or followed the less 
serious epidemic. This fact, if fact it be, 
does not in the least tend to ex pel the 
obscurity by which the whole q uestion is

to wear j u s t enoug h beard to place it in 
eternal doubt whether h** had a double 
chin or n ot .

a l l pa r t i e s , sing le-chinned or double, t o 
quote him as an instance of anything 
they like, w hich, after all, is the g reat 
u s e which Shakespeare has alw ays been 
put P*.
